SCHOOL LEAVING - 
AGE DISCUSSED 


BILL BEFORE - 
COMMONS: 


: London, Feb. 13, 

- In.tho House of Commons this 
Afternoon the President of the Bonrd 
of Education, Mr. Oliver Stanicy, mo- 
ved the second reading of the Educna- 
tlon Bil, the principal vbject of which 
ta the raising of tlic school-leaving 
age from 14 to 16. The measure also 
provides for expenditure on buildings 
and financial aid to voluntary schools. 

The estimated cost of the proposed

and £635,000 will fall on Iocnl rates.
